Bot(l<>ii made of Paper. 
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The days of glass bottles are 
numbered It is announced that 
ill the near future botdes will be 
made of paper. 

A Company has been formed to 
manufacture them. 

The advantages claimed for the 
paper bottles aie many. A glass 
bottle is extremely liable to break, 
and in the case of wine, the 
breakage of a bottles in a bin causes 
serious loss. The pai>er bottle, it 
is claimed, cannot be broken, un- 
less considerable force is used. 
Bottled have been made of tough - 
enetl glass, and jars have been 
covered with wicker work, but still 
the breakage occurs. It is claimed 
that unbreakable paper bottles will 
stop this. 

Paper bottles can be manufac- 
tured for about half the cost of glass 
bottles, and can made water tight, 
as well as airtight. As brewers 
well know, it is no easy matter to 
make a glass bottle that is airtight 
when beer is the liquor it contains. 
All kinds of experiments have been 
made to accomplish this result, 
but none hivs succeeded. With the 
paper bottles the matter will be- 
comparatively easy, as the paper 
will give wlion the cork is driven 
into the neck of the Iwttle, and will 
be sealed perfectly. 

Glass bottles will freeze and their 
contents spoil. In the pajwr bot- 
tles the liquid can defy the efforts 
of the Frost King. This will mean 
a .'wvving in more ways than one. 
There is no occasion for the 
laborious packing of straw that hut* 
to be done in the case of glass bot- 
tles. The paper l>ottles, being 
practically unbreakable, there isn(> 
need for straw as a safeguani 
against rough treatment while in 
transit, and as the papier macho 
will keep the contents warm, ther«^ 
need bo no n.'ii>l,-ini> lo 1.....1. *i><> 
ot)ld out 

The paper nui t los are an .Vineri- 
can id««. btit the trade in them 
will bo carried to all parts of the 
world. No item of loss in ocean 
traftlc has been greater than that 
caused by the breaking of bottles 
during the rolling of a ship in 
rough weather. On this account 
the paper bottles will l>e welcomed 
in every quarter of the glol>e where 
liquor is shipped for export. — iV. F. 
Journal,

A quarter of a century back 
marks the era of a new movement 
in education in this country, of a 
very practical character, the senti- 
ment in support and promulgation 
of which has steadily grown until 
t/><ljiy manual training \h looked 
upon as much an integral part of u 
boy or girl's education as any one 
of the three R's. But it is of only 
very recent years the that move- 
ment has been making itnelf fell in 
the schools for the deaf; and the 
building here refernid to represent^s, 
.strictly speaking, one of the first 
manual training schools for the 
deaf in the I'nilcis States. If not in 
the world.

ceilings and partitions lathed with 
mesh ex()anded m^^tal steel lath a n; 
plastcj-ed with adamant wall plas 
ter. The roof shingles are firs! 
grade an<l the valleys have tin;; 

All sashe.^ 
and doors are, respectively, on<' 
and threc-fourlhs and two and one- 
fourth inches thick. The roomv 
staireanes at the north and mmXh 
ends of the building, and the 
dividing hall on the second floor, 
greatly fa<filitate the passage from 
one room to another.

\h well supplied with closetw, sink.'i 
and toilet conveniences; an<l the 
I)ltimbing, which has been pro-

Mr. Rowan, 
whom I interviewed yesterday, 
gave me this vc^rsion of tlu* alTair. 
He said that on NovemlsM- 5iOth, he 
had meet Mr. Monson, who asked 
him to take cart* of his tools, and 
li(* took them home and placed 
them under the bed where the 
officers fotind thein. That his 
mother was Mrs. Frankie S. 
Kolmin, and that she lived at 80 
Harlxw St., (Chicago, that ho had 
not been home for the past three 
y<'ars, having lived two years with 
his uncle in Bigelow, Mo., before 
coining to this city. He had been 
e<lucated at Jacksonville Schcxd for 
the Deaf, having attended four 
years from I .S88 to 1 802. The mutes 
here are of the oiiinion that he is 
not a semi mute, but it is not a fact 
as h(* is not, very well educated and 
told iiUA he never knew why he was 
lo(dietl up.

WANTS TO BE TAKEN 
BACK. 



Sues for DannaKcs--Other 
Items of Interest. 



Frank Ileininoldor, the ciKin" 
mHnuf'Hcturor, hu«h Iho (5il,y of Du- 
buque for flv(> liuiulred dollarH 
(lamagoa. H« alleKOS lihat ln» was 
running to catch a Htreet car, lato 
at nifjfht on November 10th, when 
lie Htuuibled agHinHt a ininplaced 
apron or platform, and fell down 
with Buch force an to permanently 
disa])le his right wrist. He says 
the platform had been left l.ying on 
the Hidewalk for many days, and 
that the city was neglig(uit in fail- 
ing to to restore it to a jiroper and 
safe position. 

Disgusted with the world, odd, 
hungry and dejected, the Anamosa 
penilentiary was visited l)y a recent 
inmatt* applying for re-admittance 
one day last week. 

The man was W". F. King, who 
was discharged from prison in Au- 
gust last, having served seTitence of 
a year imposed in dheroket* (bounty 
for the crime* of forgery. King is a 
deaf-mut« — a printer 1)y trade. 1I(< 
made application at the clerk's 
oflice for admission stating that, ho 
is willing to undergo the humilia- 
tion of again donning the stripes 
and (*nter convict service in jiay- 
ment for his winter's keepijig. 
Since lie left Anamosa, repeated 
application for work at his tra.dc 
had been devoid of results, and of 
his willingness to accept any kind 
of labor liad been equally unsuc- 
cessful. The general use of type- 
setting nnichines throughout the 
country has been a scn'ious draw- 
back to the journeyman i)rinter, 
and even the man who is in full 
possession of his faculties (huls the 
road of an unemployed typographical 
artist one sorely l)eset with mis- 
fortune. During the best of 
s(*asons sudi is the verdict, and un- 
der the present conditions a man 
hanrlicapped by the loss of spcccli 
and hearing as is King, is in close 
straits. A tour of Iowa failed to 
reveal the look«Hl-for employment 
and too honest to again stoop to 
ci'ime for which th»^ State would be 
bound to accept him, he plead with 
teai's in his (iyes that as an act of 
humanity the prison oflicials again 
give him a place among the i)ovs 
in stripes during the winter. Ilis 
application, of course, was refused 
althougli a purse made U|) by the 
attaches of the jirison was raiscMJ 
and tendered. With vehemence 
the mute refused the offered a.ssist- 
ance, maintaining that In* was not 
begging — work ho wanted, and 
whatever assistance was accept**d he 
desired to make good. Thoofllicails 
were toviched by his earnestness, 
and only after the case was 
chMirly shown and the impossi- 
bility of his requesti being complied 
with, did King accept their generos- 
ity demonstrated. Tiie case was 
truly pitiable. With a |)encil and 
and facial expression which is char- 
acteristic of the <iear-mute, which 
speaks Jouder than words, he (old 
olTlcials in tlmclerk'sofllce the story 
of his misfortune.s and departt>(l 
again into the world to renew his 
search for employment - Aiianiosd 
JouriKil. 

Mrs. Gus Levi has gone to Cin- 
ciniuifti, Ohio, lo re(H<ive tn^atmenl 
for her eyes at the Sanitarium. 
She has some wealth ly relatives 
there with whom she is visiting. 
On her way home she will stop at 
Crawfordsvillc, Ind., to see hor 
sister and brotluM-s. 

Otto Schnoor, who has been in 
the* Richardson Shoe Factory here 
for several years, has left and gone 
to De Kalb, 111., where he has a 
good position in a shoe factory. 
Ho haH steady work there, but it is 
lonesome for him, as there are no 
other mules to ke<ip him company, 
and th(»re ant luj saloons, as it is a 
strict temperance town of "iROO in- 
habitants. 

Frank l)(daney works in the men's 
department in tlie lUchardsem Shoe 
Factory here. Ilis wife and little 
girl left some time ago on a visit lo 
her mother in St. Joseph, Mo. She 
will n^turu in the spring. 

Joseph Ziig(>nl)uehler holds a good 
position in tlie ladies' deparlmitpl 
of the same factory, and is doing 
well. 

Ed. J. IFoIycross still holds cases 
in the Fanmrs (iinl Uiiidr nffice, 
which are conducted by Stauda<'li««r 
an<l McCook respectively. Both of 
the latter return(>d from their can- 
vassing trips to spend the holidays 
at home. Mr. llolycross's wife has 
gone back to Ohio again. His 
father has bought a house for him 
and family a few blocks from the 
S(!ho<)l for the Deaf in CJoJumbus, 
but ho remains here for some time 
to see what will turn up for hint to 
do.

It is a 
commendable work, and we hope 
they will succeed in maintaining 
it. It is the first charitable institu 
tion entirely under the control of 
the deaf for the benefit of the deaf 
in the world. May it [)ro8per in its 
good work. Out here in Iowa we 
have a bill pending in the legisln- 
ture to establish such a home, some- 
what on the plan of the home for 
the blind. The bill asks for State 
aid in carrying it out, and it re- 
mains to be seen whether it can be 
passed or not. 

Herbert Hrj'ant, of Miles, la., 
wiis here on a visit to hisoldscliool- 
nuite, Gus Levi, for a week. He 
owns a good farm, and says he 
made a good cro]) this year. 

In the last issue of the Journal, 
the ('hicago correspondent, made 
some renvarks about O. H. liegens- 
berg being a candidate for one of 
the trustees of the school for the 
deaf. If he was popular among 
the deaf themselves, and had the 
i('<|uisite legal and business (jualfi- 
cations, it would be commendable 
on his [)art to run for suchan otlice. 
Mut is he poi)ular among the deaf, 
and would tliey endorse his c.indi- 
dacy ? Has he the proper business 
qualifications for such a position, 
and iMiing deaf <'ould be stand the 
running fire of the questions of the 
important mattt^rs connected with 
the managementr of such a school ? 
An interi)i-((ter is out. of the question 
and writing is slow work, and the 
lips cannot l)e read when the face is 
turned away or in the dim light. 

We have been there on rsel fence, 
when we were cjr-ojfirlo a nuMnber 
of the directions of the Nebraska 
School for the Deaf. In the act 
establishing the school, the ciirec- 
tors wore incorporated, and made a 
body i)olitic and corporate with per- 
petual existence. IJesides this, we 
wcsre also l'rin<'ipal of the Scliool 
for three years. We carried on 
tlm business affairs with the other 
mcnduMs by i)aper and pencil, at 
tluMr meetings, and with the secre- 
tary and executive committee. 
At the end of three years the 
school hAd grown up into such im- 
port!inc(> tlial the <lirectors con- 
cluded to a|)poinl a hearing man in 
our pla(H<, so as to expedites busi- 
ness. It'is quite doubtful if Mr. 
Il<>g(>nsbcrg can obtain such an im- 
portant office, through a])pointment 
by Governoi Tanner. There are 
too many hungry politicians after 
the plums and spoils, so Mr. 
Hegcnsberg would b(^ pushed aside 
to give way for bigger men. Still 
we would be pleased to see him 
succeed. We believe there should 
be at least one deaf-mute trustee 
on every board of nmnagei-s in 
every State, on condition that they 
were qualifiiMl for the place. 

St(>i)hcn Nicholsojj, of Rellevue, 
la., made hisperiodi(fal to visit our 
city to see friends. He says busi- 
is very dull down his way. 

Largo ciowds congregate at the 
skating rink at the ice-harbor dur- 
ing these beautiful evenings, 
among whom are several mutes of 
tlie city. They enjoy the exerci.se 
on the ice inimensel3'.

The year 189C will, in all proba- 
bility, be looked upon as one of the 
most notable events in the history 
of the Virginia Institution for the 
education of the deaf and the blind, 
at Staunton. The first day of the 
new year came in amid the 
same state of affairs that has been 
prevalen' fti'-ru fm- ({uite a number 
of years 

Dr. IJ. L. Winston, who was a 
delegate to the Legislature from 
Hanover County, and a member of 
the Hoard of Visitors of the school, 
was on the Committee on Separate 
Schools for the Virginia Association 
for the Deaf. As such he did very 
well, being th - author of a bill 
l(M)king towards the scjKiration of 
the two s^jhoolri, at the place of 
learning, which are wholly dissimi- 
lar both in method and oi)eration, 
and the most indefatigable worker 
the bill had in its b«;half. On the 
nth of January, the committees 
from the Association, and fnjm the 
Koard of Visitors of the School, in 
pursuance of the resolutions a<lopt- 
ed by the a.ssociation in session 
in August, 1895, memorializing the 
f^egislature to divide the hchrwls, 
met in Richmond, and proceeded 
in a lMK]y to appear by ap{)ointment 
ftefore the Committee on Public 
Institutions from the House, in afl- 
voca<-y of the bill. The speeches 
of Messrs. Turner, .Miller and 
Quesenljerg, of the Hoard, and 
Ritter, for the asswialion, jjointing 
to the necessity of such a step tf> 
Uj taken by the law-making bwly, 
created deep impressions upon the 
delegates, who, on the same day, 
unanimouslj- reprirted the bill 
favorably to the House. 

No wioner had one whole we<^k 
elapsed than the same house 
committee caus<id a sensation by 
the publication of a letter from one 
John L. Randolph, of Norfolk, 
bringing up charges of l(K)se man- 
igement against his (dma maf^r.

The as- 
H^wiation was in no way conne<;t<Ml 
with the investigation, but took

The action taken by Mr. Lind- 
say materially changed the situa- 
tion, which resulted in the election 
of William A. Howies to succeed 
Captiin Doyle. Several changes 
came from the reorganizittion, four 
of which affected the deaf-mute 
department. Among these was the 
abolition of the articulation class, 
the lioard being of the opinion 
that they saw nothing that would 
result in anything practical, and 
that it was such a wasting of time 
in consideration of the small num- 
ber of pupils who might be benefit- 
ed by it. 

S<'hool opened for the current 
session with an attendance of many 
more pupils than ever before. 

September :30th, the most dis- 
astrous flood in the history of 
Staunton occurred, causing great 
damage to property. The institu- 
tion came in, for a share of it to 
the extent of *1,500. 

On the 3d of (Jctotjcr, out in the 
country chestnut-htinting, two of 
the deaf Vniys of the school got lost, 
and two days lal<;r one hml a leg 
broken in two places by n railroad 
train. 

The death of Mr. Amos Hollar, 
foremMn of the shoeshop, on the 
nJth of December, comi»letes this 
review of the old year. 

Six months have elajwed since 
Mr. Howies entered upon his <lutieH 
as Superintendent; and beyond 
doubt it is he will prove a model 
principal of su<rh a s<'hool sooner or 
later. He bids fair to supply such 
quality fhat we have always been 
clamoring for. And (he Hoard has 
mtuU: no mistake. 

Mr. Howies is in favor of the re- 
storation of the articulation class 
its soon as practicable.

The Su[)erintendent says 
that it is a melancholy fact that a 
large percent of the a<imission8 were 
hopelessly insane and incurable 
from the outset, and had been in- 
sane for several years or more, and 
that many others were veiy old and 
infirm, and had their insanity com- 
plicated with physical infirmities, 
which rendered the prognosis un- 
favorable, and a<Ide<l to the per 
centum of mortality. Of the 50 
deiths 2 were over 80 years old, 5 
over 70, 7 over <iO, and over 50 
years. 

There are 3 who have been re- 
sidents in the hospital over 50 years ; 
4 l)etween 45 and 50 ; 5 between 40 
and 45 : 10 V>etween 30 and 35. The 
number of patients admitted from 
1827 U) September 30, 189«, was 
5,272, of of whom 1,487 died and 
2,98fJ were discharged, leaving 799 
in the hospital. 

Vo^/i Weekly, theonly Republican 
paper in Staunton or Augusta coun- 
ty, and one of the few Republican 
newspapers in Virginia, was Janu- 
ary 2d placed in the hands of Law- 
yer W. A. Pratt as receiver. The 
paper will he run one month with 
Major S. M. Yost as editor, at the 
end of which time, if not w>ld pri- 
vately, it will be put up at public 
auction.
